To  commemorate  the  fiftieth  edition  of  the  REDBOOK,  Western  Publishing  Company,  Inc.  has  produced  a  special  edition 
in  the  maroon  cloth  covers,  resembling  the  color  of  the  first  edition.  The  regular  hardbound  copy  of  the  50th  edition  is 
in  the  familiar  red  cloth. 

Quoting  from  the  special  thick  paper  limitation  leaf  facing  the  front  pastedown: 

In  Celebration  of  the  50th  Anniversary  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  by  R.S.  Yeoman,  Popularly  known 
as  the  Red  Book ,  this  is  copy  no.  11  [handwritten  in  red  marker]  of  a  special  limited  edition  of  1,200 
produced  for  the  occasion. 

These  books  have  covers  replicating  the  original  color  and  stamping  of  the  first  edition  printed  in  1946 
Since  that  time  over  18,500,000  copies  have  been  sold  making  it  the  number  one  selling  coin  reference  book 

"The  first  ten  have  been  reserved  for  our  archives  and  special  presentation,"  wrote  Edward  Metzger,  Manager  of  Whitman 
Coin  Products,  in  a  letter  dated  July  18,  1996.  For  many,  this  may  very  well  be  the  only  copy  of  the  Special  Limited 
Edition  available  to  them. 

Further,  the  entire  proceeds  from  this  copy  will  be  donated  to  the  Young  Numismatists  of  the  A.N.A.  in  the  name  of 
Western  Publishing  Company,  Whitman  Coin  Products  parent  company,  and  also  in  the  name  of  the  successful  bidder. 

Myron  and  I  are  grateful  to  Ed  Metzger,  Manager  of  Whitman  Coin  Products,  and  to  Ken  Bressett,  President  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  and  Editor  of  the  RED  BOOK  to  permit  us  to  offer  this  unique,  numismatically  historic 
opportunity  to  our  bidders. 

Whitman  had  previously  produced  two  “Special  A.N.A.  Cover"  editions  of  the  RED  BOOK  as  listed  in  "THE  GUIDE  BOOK  AS  A 
COLLECTIBLE"  on  page  319  of  the  50th  edition  in  the  1997  RED  BOOK.  The  first  was  the  1987,  40th  edition  with  the  cover 
overstamped  below  the  title  in  gilt  with  the  obverse  of  the  1985  A.N.A.  medal  featuring  three  famous  Wisconsin 
numismatists:  Henry  Granberg,  Chet  Krause,  and  R.S.  Yeoman.  500  copies  of  the  1987  "special  edition"  were  produced.  They 
were  valued  at  *100.00  in  New  condition  in  the  RED  BOOK  article. 

The  other  "Special  A.N.A.  Cover"  edition  was  the  1992,  45th  edition,  specially  produced  for  the  1991  100th 
anniversary  A.N.A.  Convention  in  Chicago.  The  A.N.A.  Centennial  logo  was  overstamped  below  the  title  in  gilt.  Although  no 

official  quantity  printed  was  listed  in  the  article,  about  600  to  650  copies  were  probably  produced  They  were  valued  at 

175.00  in  New  condition  in  the  RED  BOOK  article. 

While  this  "Special  Limited  Edition"  was  printed  in  nearly  double  the  quantity  of  the  other  two  special  editions, 
this  is  the  only  one  bound  in  a  clearly  different  cloth,  the  only  one  with  an  official  limitation  leaf  indicating  the 

particular  number  and  its  authenticity,  and  the  only  one  with  a  truly  national  appeal. 

Again,  this  is  the  lowest  numbered  copy,  and  the  first  one  to  be  offered  anywhere,  and  probably  outside  Western 
Publishing,  the  first  copy  to  be  known  to  exist  in  the  numismatic  community. 

Finally,  what  should  you  bid?  What  is  the  lowest  numbered,  Special  Limited  Edition  of  the  50th  anniversary  RED  BOOK  to 
be  made  available  actually  worth?  Is  it  worth  *500.00?  *750.00?  *1000.00?  More?

WKOrt,  THE  BIBLE  ",  an  illustrated  story  on  pages  58  to  60  subtitled,  "R.S.  Yeoman  and  his  Red  Book  are  old  friends  of 
every  coin  collector  .  In  discussing  the  success  of  the  BLUE  BOOK ,  the  article  stated  that  Yeoman  recognized  the  need  for 
a  more  substantive  companion  volume: 

While  planning  for  the  Red  Book  moved  along  steadily,  actual  production  of  the  new  book  was  held  up  for 
several  years  by  the  acute  wartime  paper  shortage.  During  World  War  II,  current  projects  could  be  continued, 
but  new  projects  could  not  be  initiated.  Thus  ..  the  Red  Book  had  to  wait  for  the  war  to  end

Volume  I  is  obviously  both  historically  and  numismatically  significant.  The  complete  first  volume  is  quite  scarce, 
especially  with  all  the  covers  present  Between  150  and  200  copies  of  the  first  issue  were  produced  with  Adelson  noting 
that  in  186/  circulation  of  the  AJN  had  been  less  than  100.  (p.  61)  As  with  nearly  all  nineteenth  century  American 
catalogues  and  periodicals,  the  covers  were  intentionally  flimsy  as  it  was  expected  that  the  owner  would  have  his 
important  catalogues  or  journals  rebound,  probably  in  three  quarter  leather.  As  the  contents  of  the  issues  are  not  at  all 
fragile,  they  can  be  quite  safely  used  (and  should  be  read).  However,  if  the  purchaser  of  these  issues  would  have  them 
bound  attractively,  he  would  have  truly  have  a  treasure.

Beginning  in  October  1982,  these  quarto  issues  (except  for  the  first  which  is  was  issued  both  in  octavo  and  quarto  -  the 
former  is  present  here)  tend  to  run  12  pages  of  lively  information  about  numismatic  literature  and  numismatics, 
correspondence  from  and  between  Cal  and  such  notables  as  Armand  Champa,  Walter  Breen,  John  Adams,  and  Remy  Bourne. 

There  are  countless  anecdotes,  reprints  of  articles,  biographies,  Cal' s  convention  diary,  and  assorted  “inside" 
stories.  Perhaps  none  is  so  riveting  as  Cal  s  recounting  of  Armand  Champa  s  pursuit  of  the  elusive  "Thian"  Numismatic 
bibliomaniacs  cherish  these  issues  so  long  runs  of  this  periodical  rarely  come  to  the  marketplace. 

A  complete  set  consists  of  the  following:  Volume  I,  complete  in  7  issues  from  October  1982  to  November  1983.  Volume 
II,  complete  in  6  issues  from  January  1984  to  November  1984.  Volume  III,  1984  complete  is  6  numbers,  but  5  issues  as 
numbers  1  &  2  are  a  combined  issue.  Volume  IV,  1985  complete  in  6  numbers,  but  3  issues  as  Volume  IV,  nos.  2-5  is  a 
combined  issue.  Volume  V,  nos  1-4,  from  January-  October  1987  to  March-April  1988. 

Each  issue  generally  was  printed  in  quantities  of  between  300  and  750.  The  original  size  of  the  first  issue  was 
octavo.  However  after  Cal  went  to  a  quarto  sized  issue,  collectors  requested  that  Cal  reprint  the  first  issue  in  quarto 
format  for  binding  purposes.  However  instead  of  being  8  1/2  by  11  inches  as  the  others,  it  was  8  x  10  inches.

Widely  respected,  Anthon  was  one  of  the  major  forces  behind  the  growth  of  ancient  and  world  numismatics  in  the  U.S.  His 
cabinet  was  widely  considered  the  best  comprehensive  collection  in  America. 

Anthon  catalogued  the  first  3  sales  of  his  collection  which  were  widely  used  thereafter  as  a  major  19th  century 
reference  work  on  non-U. S.  coinage.

To  aid  in  dating  Walter  s  typed  letters,  through  late  spring  of  1957,  all  of  them  were  typed  on  Walter  s  antiquated  IBM 
electric  on  the  blue  ribbons  which  he  always  used  during  this  period,  as  is  this  letter. 

Dear  Jim  /  Glad  to  hear  from  you  and  that  you  are  beginning  to  collect  Jersey  coppers.  They  are  indeed  a  fascinating 
series,  they  have  been  more  than  once  compared  to  large  cents  in  variety  of  textures,  in  bewildering  array  of  varieties, 
in  rarity  and  value  of  the  earliest  issues,  in  the  wealth  of  bizarre  and  extreme  die  breaks,  overstrikes,  blunders,  etc." 

The  next  paragraph  suggests  that  Ruddy  obtain  the  Guttag  [1925]  reprint  of  Maris,  as  an  1881  original  is  almost 
obtainable,  and  that  to  his  knowledge  only  2  original  copies  had  been  offered  since  1881.  Also  “The  project  relating  to 
Connecticut  cents  is  still  far  in  the  future.  I  shall  send  Dave  a  list  of  the  unlisted  varieties  of  Connecticuts  together 
with  the  few  errors  I  have  turned  up  in  Miller’s  book." 

Signed,  Walter  in  pencil  with  the  following  appended  in  Walter  s  hand  in  red  pencil,  “A  lot  of  information  &  fine 
illustrations  are  in  Schulman  s  75th  Anniversary  Cat.  (Spiro  Sale)" 

Breen  further  noted  in  the  letter  that  the  Guttag  Bros,  reprint  is  an  accurate  reprint  of  Maris,  “though  without 
introductory  material  or  any  data  on  rarity,  I  enclose  a  list  [ed.  pages  2  and  3  of  this  letter]  (derived  from  my  own 
forthcoming  book)  which  will  remedy  that.  The  BV  and  CC  and  rarity  scale  used  are  exactly  as  in  Sheldon."  In  fact,  pages  2 
and  3  contain  the  Breen  data.  Both  data  pages  have  6  columns:  Maris  variety  (from  1-A  through  79-"84“,  conterap.

counterfeits,  all  R-8),  BB  number,  rarity,  B[asal]  V[alue],  Condition  census  (top  2  coins),  and  "Remarks”.  There  are  also 
a  few  of  Breen  s  later  pencilled  notations  added. 

A  sample  of  the  remarks:  "29-1,  Double  value  for  one  showing  horse  fully  plainly”;  “38-z,  See  Spiro  sale  for  uninup

In  1960,  Empire  had  purchased  a  212  acre  recreational  facility  between  Blnghamtom  and 
Elmira,  which  according  to  QDB  had  previously  been  named  "Phantom  Lake".  The  private  lake  was  "50  acres  of  lush  woodland". 
Empire  provided  this  "retreat"  for  the  recreational  use  of  its  employees  and  their  families.  In  addition  to  the  pictures 
of  the  landscape  and  facilities,  one  gets  to  see  a  picture  of  a  lifeguard  -  one  Hank  Spangenberger .  Interested  parties 
were  informed  that  “for  further  information,  contact:  Mr.  Raymond  F.  Merena”  . 

Included  is  an  undated  newspaper  article  from  a  local  but  unnamed  paper,  "HARPUR  [COLLEGE]  SOCIETY  BUYS  LAKE.  Students, 
Faculty  To  Use  Tioga  Tract".  The  article  is  illustrated  with  an  aerial  view  of  the  lake  and  woods,  noting  that  the 

property  sold  for  146,000,  and  was  bought  from  Empire  Coin  Co.  of  Johnson  City.  "Oldtiraers  ...  knew  the  area  as  Dachman 

Swamp. " 

399.  Empire  Coin  Company.  EMPIRE  COIN  COMPANY,  INC.  PRESENTS  ...  THE  UNIQUE  1954  ENGLISH  PENNY.

This  informational  brochure  announces  that  Empire  had  purchased  this  coin  which  Spink  &  Sons  had  purchased  in  1956,  who 
subsequently  had  sold  to  C.  Wilson  Peck.  "In  1954  a  small  number  of  English  pennies  bearing  that  date  were  struck  at  the 
Royal  Mint  in  London  As  no  further  coinage  order  materialized,  the  dies  together  with  the  coins,  excepting  the  only  known 

surviving  example,  were  destroyed."  Letters  from  the  Royal  Mint  and  from  Peck  are  reproduced  on  page  [3]. 
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The  brochure  was  printed  on  a  thick,  high  quality  paper.  'One  of  my  favorite  coins,  the  unique  1954  English  penny,  was 
acquired  during  one  of  our  many  trips  to  Great  Britain.  Jim  Ruddy.”  [on  an  accompanying  Post-It  Note.]

We  offered  another  one  of  these  bills  in  our  9th  sale  (lot  345)  consigned  by  Hank  Spangenberger .  A  special  opportunity. 

401.  Ruddy,  James  F.  JAMES  F.  RUDDY’s  Advertisements  from  COIN  WORLD.  From  November  29,  1967 
through  September  18,  1968.  Folio,  newsprint,  all  of  the  individual  pages  are  stapled  together  a  the  upper 
left.  Each  advertisement  consists  of  the  entire  page  upon  which  the  ad  is  printed.  44  individual  sheets  from 
different  issues.  2  half  sheets.  A  very  few  ads  have  lots  circled  or  marked.  Two  ads  have  Ruddy’s  name  and 
address  excised.  Each  of  the  pages  is  minimally  discolored  (even  and  matching  throughout).  The  sheets  are 
fully  usable  and  not  brittle.  Some  insignificant  defects  and  flaws.  Overall  Fine.  (50.00) 

NOTE:  the  earliest  ad  was  completely  torn  along  the  horizontal  fold,  and  was  repaired  long  ago,  neatly  with  cellophane 

tape.  As  these  ads  were  stapled  together  with  many  issues,  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  first  ad  shows  20  or  so 

staples,  not  affecting  the  text.  A  few  sheets  are  partially  torn  at  the  center  fold. 

During  this  time  period,  Bowers  was  in  business  with  Terry  Hathaway.  The  display  ads  average  3/4  of  a  page,  variously 
full  page  downward  to  a  quarter  column.  These  ads  are  also  quite  useful  for  reference:  some  good  colonials  (EF  1662  Oak 

Tree  2d) , excellent  half  cents,  extensive  good  to  important  large  cents  (1794  large  cent,  S-57,  edge  lettering  doubled; 

EF -40  1794,  S-64  (ex-Century  sale)),  much  good  early  silver  in  all  series.

Davis  890.  During  the  time  that  Dave  Bowers  was  doing  business  as  Hathaway  and  Bowers,  Jim  Ruddy  was  operating  his  own 
numismatic  firm  in  Hollywood.  These  lists  are  quite  similar  in  concept  and  appearance  with  the  EMPIRE  TOPICS  lists  that 
Bowers  and  Ruddy  issued  through  their  Empire  Coin  Company  in  the  early  1960  s .  RUDDY  S  REVIEW  is  so  scarce  that  few 
collectors  of  numismatic  literature  are  even  aware  of  its  existence.  In  fact,  few  collectors,  even  many  advanced 
collectors,  have  ever  seen  even  one  single  issue. 

In  our  9th  Mail  Bid  Sale,  July  30,  1990,  we  offered  a  complete  set  of  RUDDY’S  REVIEW,  the  first  time  a  complete  set  had 
been  offered  to  the  public  (lot  382).  In  our  24th  mail  bid  sale  (November  18,  1995),  we  offered  the  first  of  two  complete 
sets  from  the  Jim  Ruddy  holdings.  This  is  the  second  Ruddy  set.  With  this  set  we  can  now  account  for  7  complete  sets  in 
private  hands. 

Davis  does  not  list  a  complete  set  as  having  been  offered  although  since  1990  we  believe  that  George  Kolbe  has  offered 
one  set  at  auction.  The  scarcity  of  a  complete  set  is  such  that  Armand  Champa  only  had  the  first  2  numbers  in  his  library. 
Another  indicator  of  the  scarcity  of  a  complete  set  is  that  when  the  Champa  numbers  were  offered  in  Champa  III,  lot  2548, 
the  cataloguer  s  annotation  noted  his  being  unaware  of  the  existence  of  a  complete  set. 

Of  course,  one  would  expect  that  some  other  sets  must  exist.  However,  as  nearly  all  numismatic  bibliophiles  have  for 
some  time  been  quite  aware  of  the  incredible  popularity  of  rare  Bowers  and  Ruddy  material,  one  would  expect  that  more  than 
6  sets  would  have  been  reported  by  now.  Quite  obviously  this  is  quite  a  special  opportunity  to  acquire  a  set  with  an 
unimprovable  pedigree.

1807  dime,  gem  BU  1797  bust  dollar,  2  Gobrecht  dollars,  1858  proof  dollar,  1907  "High  Relief"  120.00,  1884  proof  set. 

404.  Ruddy  Investments.  RUDD Y’S  REVIEW.  Issue  No.  3.  July  1970.  12mo,  self -covered.  16  pp.  Ills.  Trivial 
rust  on  the  staples.  Some  marginal  pencil  marks  inside.  Some  slight  soiling  on  the  back  page.  Else  VF.  (50.00) 

This  is  also  the  last  remaining  copy  of  this  issue  in  the  Ruddy  archives.  The  cover  page  announces  that  they  have  begun 
to  accept  Master  Charge .  Also  discussed  was  how  investors  had  been  losing  billions  in  the  stock  market  and  that  many  were 
now  investing  in  coins.  Offerings  Include  a  VF-EF  1793  S-10  wreath  cent,  EF  1797  half  dime,  1836  gem  dime,  1823/2  quarter, 
and  an  1865-S  over  inverted  186  110.00.

The  medal  is  the  prototype  for  all  subsequent  Congressional  Medals  of  Honor.  In  1901  Arnold,  a  Boston  antiquarian, 
wrote  of  his  doubts.  Quoting  from  the  1976  Foreword  by  John  Alden,  "...  his  essay  is  crotchety,  at  best,  to  the  point  of 
perverseness,  and  one  might  well  question  the  wisdom  of  giving  it  wider  currency  by  here  reprinting  it.  Yet 
notwithstanding  his  distorted  interpretations  of  his  evidence,  Arnold  does  provide  information  about  the  background  of  the 
medal  not  readily  available" .

Jacquemart  s  plates  were 
printed  on  India  paper  and  then  mounted  on  thick  hand  -  made  paper  especially  produced  for  this  work.  Loubat  was  the  first 
author  to  systematically  investigate  medals  of  the  United  States .  He  indicated  that  by  the  time  he  undertook  the 
production  of  this  work  that  most  other  countries  already  had  "costly  publications  [about  their  national  medallic 
history],  illustrated  by  elaborate  engravings,  with  carefully  prepared  letter  -  press  description  and  notes".  Records 
indicate  that  this  project  cost  Loubat  a  great  deal  of  money,  much  more  than  he  recovered  from  the  sales  of  the  book.  Thus 
he  appears  to^have  established  a  precedent  for  the  vast  majority  of  numismatic  authors  and  publishers  in  this  country 

The  Introduction"  is  a  riveting  narrative  about  the  challenges  Loubat  underwent  in  acquiring  the  necessary 
information  to  write  this  work.  His  account  reveals  a  great  deal  about  mint  practices,  engravers,  and  the  early  days  of 
numismatics  in  this  country.  The  contents  of  the  text  volume  contain  biographical  information  and  all  pertinent  documents 
about  each  medal.  There  is  an  engraving  of  extraordinary  quality  for  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  of  each  of  the  86 
medals.  The  engravings  have  such  aesthetic  medal  that  plate  volumes  are  disbound,  having  the  engravings  mounted,  framed, 
and  sold  to  collectors  of  engravings  and  fine  art.

Contents  of  the  profusely  illustrated,  comprehensive,  huge  reference  include  "Colonial  and  Continental  Currency; 
United  States  Currency;  Canadian  Paper  Money;  Mexican  Paper  Money;  Confederate  Paper  Money  and  Bonds;  Notes  and  Bonds  of 
the  Individual  States,  Cities,  Towns,  Railroad  Companies  and  Merchants".  A  must  for  every  numismatic  library.  The  second 
edition  is  noticeably  scarcer  than  the  first.  Because  of  their  mass,  both  editions  are  scarce  with  the  bindings 
problem-free .

In  1853  he  was  wiped  out  in  trying  to  corner  the  city  s  rice 
market.  Afterward  he  apparently  became  psychotic  declaring  himself  Emperor  of  America. 

Numismatically ,  Norton  was  significant  as  he  issued  printed  promissory  notes  that  were  handsigned.  Norton  has  been 
profiled  both  in  THE  NUMISMATIST  and  NUMISMATIC  SCRAPBOOK  The  definitive  biography.

Also,  generally  ignored  or  unknown  in  this,  one  of  the  earliest  forerunners  of  the  Krause  "Telephone  Book",  are  the 
important  sections  on  American  numismatics,  largely  due  to  the  contributions  of  Maris  and  Mason  For  example,  of  great 
importance  is  the  substantive  illustrated  130  page  section  on  colonial  American  coinage.  Also  of  significant  US. 
numismatic  interest  is  the  100+  page  section  dealing  in  great  detail  with  private  gold  with  a  "history  of  mines,  minting, 
[and]  assays  . " 

Of  further  significance  is  the  nearly  100  page  section  on  U.S.  coinage  covering  a  history  of  the  various  US.  mints, 
and  with  a  price  guide  for  U.S.  coinage. 

Finally,  truly  ignored  information  -  an  Appendix,  "History  of  the  Recently  Discovered  Confederate  Silver  Half 
Dollar",  by  Ebenezer  Mason  including  several  letters  from  the  Confederate  archives  in  Washington. 

Because  of  the  this  early  work  s  bulk,  and  because  of  its  value  to  collectors,  copies  tend  to  show  heavy  use  This  is 
a  rather  nice  copy.

Harnett  may  have  originated  the  bank-note  picture  so  far  a  American  art  is  concerned  (p.  43).  Noteworthy  among  them 
were  the  paintings  of  numismatics  and  numismatically  related  items:  among  the  most  famous  were  2  1879  paintingS 
SHINPLASTER,  a  5  1/2  x  7  1/2  inch  painting  of  a  piece  of  worn  fractional  currency;  and  THE  BANKER'S  TABLE.  As  with  Boggs  a 
century  later,  Harnett  was  investigated  for  counterfeiting  by  U.S.  Treasury  officers.  Harnett  was  one  of  the  foremost 
nineteenth  century  painters  of  the  “Trompe  L'Oeil"  school,  paintings  of  extremely  realistic  still-lifes. 

Also  from  Homren,  "Boggs  had  been  looking  for  this  book  unsuccessfully  for  several  years.  I  promised  I  d  try  to  find 
him  one,  and  eventually  I  did,  selling  it  to  him  with  a  group  of  other  books  for  three  f 50  Boggs  bills  and  change.”  [NOTE: 
rather  amazingly  Wayne  has  recently  found  another  copy,  tis  one] 

With  the  emergence  of  J.S.G.  Boggs  onto  the  numismatic  scene,  renewed  attention  has  been  focused  on  the  early 
practitioners  of  bank-note  and  money  art.  This  is  one  of  the  most  valued  references  on  the  topic.  Scholarly, 

authoritative,  handsome,  and  decidedly  elusive.

The  work  is  divided  in  to  12  consecutive  sections  each  showing  specification  changes  for  various  patents.  Each 
section  is  preceded  by  a  subject  matter  index  (badges  and  badge  holders,  coins  and  medals;  for  example)  and  a  name  index 
of  those  who  have  applied  for  the  patents. 

For  those  researchers  on  the  machinery  and  the  mechanics  of  striking  coins  and  medals,  etc.,  this  official  work  has 
descriptive  text  and  shows  the  schematic  of  various  tools,  machines,  and  processes:  1867,  coining  press;  1868,  apparatus 
for  cutting  up  ingots  for  making  coins  &  medals;  1870,  making  blanks  for  coins  from  molten  metal.  There  are  also  a  variety 
of  items  of  interest  to  exonumists  and  philatelists,  and  plain  ordinary  machine  junkies. 

Clearly  while  only  a  relatively  few  items  may  be  of  direct  numismatic  interest,  few  of  the  diagrams  are  readily 
available  to  serious  collectors  or  researchers.  Probably,  some  of  them  have  never  been  seen  before  by  even  advanced 
researchers.  [I  spent  way  too  much  of  my  own  time  in  going  through  this  absolutely  fascinating  reference  on  Victorian  and 
Edwardian  technology.]  No  previous  sales  record  in  numismatic  circles.  RARE!

(we  also  sold  a  copy  consigned  by  Wayne  Homren  in  MBS  21)  to  be  offered  in  the  last  13  years  and  based  on  our  research,  by 
far  the  best  copy. 

Included  in  the  text  is  the  history  of  colonial  and  Continental  paper  money,  loans  negotiated  by  the  Continental 
Congress,  the  first  loans  negotiated  by  the  new  Congress,  and  (briefly)  the  establishment  of  the  Mint.  The  largest  portion 
of  the  text  is  "A  Condensed  History  of  All  the  Loans  of  the  United  States  from  1776  to  June  30,  1896".  Additionally  of 
Importance  are  the  hundreds  of  tables.  Finally,  the  24  page  Index  is  of  note. 

This  is  a  most  attractive  copy  whose  cover  defects  are  largely  attributable  to  the  work  s  size.  The  original  front 
paper  covers  are  rarely  seen  so  nice.

EACH  ISSUE  OF  THE  NUMISMATIST  THROUGH  DECEMBER  1893  was  personally  printed  by  Dr.  George  Heath 
on  his  legendary  hand  printing  press.  Heath  indicated  many  times  that  he  had  personally  printed  by  hand 
some  200  copies  of  each  issue. 

A  NOTE  ON  CONDITION:  These  issues  have  all  been  expertly  removed  from  a  previous  sewn  binding.  No 
original  paper  covers  are  present.  (Please  see  the  next  paragraph.) In  the  former  binding,  the  issues  had  been 
trimmed  to  a  matching  4  7/8  by  7  5/16  inches  (124mm.  by  187mm.).  The  gutter  margins  (those  closest  to  the 
spine)show  the  sewing  holes  from  the  former  binding,  thus  all  issues  have  the  same  consequent  roughness  at 
the  edge.  Otherwise  these  issues  have  clearly  seen  little  use.  There  is  no  discoloration  or  foxing.  For 
condition  and  lack  of  defects,  this  copy  clearly  ranks  among  the  best  of  all  early  issues  extant.  The  paper  in 
these  issues  genuinely  resembles  the  condition  of  a  typical  copy  of  THE  NUMISMATIST  from  the  1970’s. 

A  NOTE  ABOUT  THE  LACK  OF  ORIGINAL  COVERS:  Many  journals  (numismatic  or  otherwise)  through  the  end 
of  the  19th  century  (and  in  some  cases  even  today)  intentionally  were  made  with  flimsy  paper  covers, 
oversized  margins  in  the  contents,  and  with  all  of  the  edges  being  untrimmed  in  the  belief  that  any  serious 
reader  or  collector  would  have  the  issues  professionally  bound,  THE  NUMISMATIST  was  no  exception.  Thus, 
the  original  covers  were  essentially  disposable.  Further,  it  was  also  expected  that  the  binder  would  trim  the 
margins  and  edges.  Thus  the  lack  of  covers  and  the  trimmed  margins  here  are  consistent  with  historical 
intent  and  practice.  What  is  important  is  that  the  contents  here  are  fresh,  supple,  fully  flexible  and 
completely  usable.  Thus  each  page  is  Nearly  VF  if  not  better. 

RARITY:  How  rare  are  the  first  six  volumes  of  THE  NUMISMATIST?  Since  we  first  wrote  the  census  of  THE 
NUMISMATIST  in  our  fifth  mail  bid  sale  (March  15,  1989),  and  despite  the  significant  increase  in  price  for 
which  the  few  sets  have  since  sold,  and  with  the  subsequent  publicity  that  those  sales  have  generated,  only 
two  new  sets  have  emerged:  the  Stack’s  set  sold  by  George  Kolbe;and  the  George  Clapp  set  (with  one  leaf  in 
photocopy),  discovered  in  the  Carnegie  Museum  library  by  John  Burns.  Thus,  we  can  currently  account  for 
about  12  complete  sets  of  the  first  6  volumes  . 

We  believe  that  even  though  a  few  public  and  private  libraries  may  have  partial  sets,  and  that  even  though 
occasionally  a  previously  unknown  volume  may  turn  up,  it  is  probable  that  no  more  than  a  handful  of  complete 
sets  may  be  assembled  in  the  foreseeable  future.  The  issues  here  comprise  two-thirds  of  the  first  six 
volumes.

The  actual  birth  of  the  A.N.A.  is  contained  in  these  volumes  In 
the  February  1891  Issue  Dr.  Heath  asked,  "What's  the  matter  of  having  an  American  Numismatic  Association?  would  it  be 
profitable?  would  it  be  practicable?"  This  is  the  first  written  mention,  anywhere,  of  an  American  Numismatic  Association^ 

On  page  22  of  the  next  (February/March  1891)  issue  is  an  entire  page  "A  Plea  for  An  American  Numismatic  Association". 
Subsequent  issues  contained  reprinted  letters  which  Heath  received  about  his  idea.  In  the  July  1-15,  1891  issue  Heath 
nominated  a  slate  of  officers,  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  a  Board  of  Temporary  Organization.  Finally,  by  the  December  1891 
issue,  the  American  Numismatic  Association  was  a  fait  accompli.  Consequently,  this  particular  volume  contains  the  genesis 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association.

The  centerpiece  of  a  truly  prestigious  library  of  American  numismatic  literature  is  an  original  set  of  the  first  6 
volumes  of  THE  NUMISMATIST.  Published  continuously  since  its  Inception  in  1888,  it  is  the  longest-lived  periodical  in 
American  numismatics. 

The  demand  is  so  intense  for  these  early  volumes  that  the  1963  reprint  of  the  first  6  volumes,  with  500  printed,  now 
brings  over  1125  when  it  is  infrequently  offered. 

In  our  fifth  mail  bid  sale,  we  sold  a  similar  set  (but  not  so  nice)  lacking  the  first  issue  of  Volume  3,  and  with  the 
front  cloth  cover  missing.  As  with  this  set,  the  paper  covers  were  missing.  That  set  sold  for  14800  (+  10^);  the  catalogue 
estimate  was  13750. 

We  have  lowered  the  estimates,  individually  and  collectively,  in  this  sale  recognizing  that  these  issues  being 
disbound  and  lacking  covers  may  not  be  so  desirable. 

HOWEVER,  with  a  suitable  and  well-deserved  quality  binding,  this  would  be  a  most  attractive  volume;  thus  preserving 
an  important  piece  of  American  numismatic  history.

Little  coherent,  comprehensive,  and  authoritative  reference  material  on  the  topic  existed  until  Eric 
Newman  s  first  cataloguing  system  for  "Heath  s  Counterfeit  Detectors:  An  Extraordinarily  Successful  Comedy  of  Errors" 
which  was  included  in  the  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION  CENTENNIAL  ANTHOLOGY  (pages  241-271). 

The  price  of  “Heath  s"  is  largely  affected  by  the  condition  of  the  covers,  of  the  bindings,  of  the  contents,  and 
especially  of  the  plates,  many  of  which  frequently  are  missing,  foxed,  or  stained.  The  plates  in  this  copy  are 
satisfactory.

Edited  by  Mark  Van  Winkle  of  Steve  Ivy  &  Jim  Halperin  s  Heritage  Rare  Coin  Galleries  /  Auctions,  etc.,  this 
periodical  is  a  true  American  numismatic  treasure.  Featured  in  each  issue  is  a  lengthy  interview  (with  color  photos)  of  a 
prominent  American  numismatic  figure:  Harry  Bass,  Jimmy  Hayes,  Margo  Russell,  Walter  Breen,  John  Pittman,  Lester  Merkin, 
Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli ,  Bob  Leuver,  Julian  Leidman,  and  a  two-parter  with  John  Ford.  These  figures,  who  have  been  at  the 
center  of  the  American  numismatic  scene  for  so  long,  share  in  these  pages  their  knowledge,  observations,  and  insights  that 
would  otherwise  have  been  lost.

This  volume  provides  important  historical  information  about  the  period  in  American  history  during  which  Hard  Times 
tokens  were  issued.  The  contents  Include  a  biographical  sketch  of  D.C.  Johnston,  a  short  history  of  the  events  leading  to 
the  founding  of  the  Sub-Treasury,  and  explanation  of  the  satirical  banknote,  and  a  brief  bibliography. 

When  they  are  infrequently  offered,  this  finely  printed  work  (not  distributed  through  numismatic  channels)  has 
brought  between  1300  and  $400  in  R.M.  Smythe  &  Co.  auctions.

The  Freeman  Craig  lists  represent  the  absolute  best  of  the  breed  in  this  cataloguer’s  estimation.  While  some  quality 
world  coinage  is  generally  included,  the  offerings  of  Latin  American  coinage  are  simply  magnificent.  The  highlight  of  this 
offering  is  the  BENDANA  collection  of  South  and  Central  American  coinage  (lists  34,  35,  and  36).  Craig  s  lifetime  spent  in 
studying  Latin  American  coinage  combined  with  this  comprehensive  collection  are  a  veritable  reference  work.  The 
authoritative  annotations  on  rarities,  rare  and  unlisted  varieties,  and  choice  condition  coins  contain  much  Information 
not  readily  available  elsewhere,  especially  in  English.

From  the  Preface,  "Organized  at  a  very  critical  period  of  the  Revolution,  almost  wholly  from  a  patriotic  desire  to 
sustain  the  feeble  credit  of  Congress,  its  first  transactions  are  most  intimately  connected  with  the  financial  operations 
of  the  National  Government." 

This  is  a  substantial  history  of  the  bank  during  its  first  100  years.  The  book  contains  much  useful  information 
about  the  bank  and  currency  through  the  period  of  1781  to  1789.  The  appended  material  contains  lists  of  the  bank 

presidents,  cashiers,  directors,  documents  for  the  establishment  of  the  bank,  the  stockholders  of  the  bank  in  1784,  and 

dividends  paid.  Far  from  being  a  self-serving,  vanity  history,  this  is  quite  an  important  work. 

All  of  the  portraits  are  present.  Still  a  rather  nice  copy  of  this  scarce,  important  work.  If  this  copy  did  not  have 

the  listed  defects,  it  would  be  at  least  a  1125  book.

However,  because  each  issue  was  produced  on  unbound  sheets,  3-hoied  at 
the  margin  for  binding,  commonly  the  pages  are  wrinkled,  tattered  at  the  edges,  missing,  out  of  sequence,  etc.  Few 
complete  sets  exist,  Rarely  is  one  offered.  Consequently,  THE  RAG  PICKER  is  vastly  underappreciated. 

This  set  is  nearly  perfect.  Michael  J.  took  extraordinary  care  in  preserving  this  set.  It  has  no  defects.  1  spent  the 
better  part  of  a  day  going  through  the  nearly  1500  pages,  making  sure  that  each  volume  and  each  issue  was  complete.  LNo 
small  feat,  as  with  unbound  sheets,  there  is  no  easy  way  of  determining  where  one  volume  ends  and  another  begins  J  1 
cannot  imagine  a  finer  set  existing. 

WITH  Volumes  XI  &  XII,  complete  in  12  issues.  Note:  Volume  XI,  no  1  is  in  the  8  1/2  by  11  inch  format.  The  other  11 
issues- were  issued  in  a  new  format:  8vo,  with  card  covers.
